The halls are ringing with the echoes of a familiar clamor, 


It is 1958 


“Brand new school! Brand new teachers! Brand new 
principal...Guy named H.G. Ward. Know anything 
about him?" 

“Used to work at Vic Comp., didn't he?" 

"Wonder what he'll be like..." 


1960 


Styles have changed but the rustling of pages in 
classrooms and the squeak of chalk on blackboards--these 
are the same. 

"It's been a long time since we came here as 
scared little frosh." 

“That new wing's pretty neat, eh?" 

"Yeah, so's Mr. Ward. We were so scared he'd tum 
out to be a terribly strict guy, but he isn't really." 


1965 


Bonnie Doon students are ringing doorbells all over 
the area and presenting a petition which 22, 238 people 
will sign: 

"We're calling it ‘Operation Aquatic’, ma'am. We 
want a swimming pool to be built at Bonnie Doon 
School, " 

"You students must have a great deal of efficiency to 
organize this so well." 

"I dunno, I guess so, But really, it's Mr. Ward-our 
principal- who's encouraged us so much. I mean, I don't 
think we could have done it without him. He's done so 
much..." 


December 1969 


A rumor is going around the classes: 

"Mr. Ward's leaving." 

"Is he? When?" 

“Yeah, he's going January 3 to Central Office to be 
director of Staff Improvement." 

"That's terrible! What are we going to do without 
him?" 

“Who's going to be the new principal?" 

"I don't know." 

"He'll have to have pretty big feet to step into those 
shoes. " 

"Right." 

“It's not fair. All the work he's done on the new wing 
that's going to be built and he won't even be here." 

"I don't think we have anything to worry about." 


Mr. Ward has left his mark on every student and 
teacher who's ever been here. Just because he leaves, 
that effect won't stop. As long as there's a teacher or a 
student who has ever known him, he'll still be around. 
Mr. Ward will be a legend at B.D. for a long, long time. 


Mr. Ward's influence has not only spurred students on- 
to higher education and successful lives after school, but 
has affected teachers as well. Many of those who worked 
with him are now spread over the world. On all of them 
he left his mark of integrity, dignity, and humanity. 


So how do you end an era? And, how do you pay 
tribute to a great man who has spent 12 years of his life 
helping you, and has been heard to say: 

“If we're going to make a mistake 

let it be in the kids' favor, " 


I think one would end by saying: 
THANK YOU MR, WARD

Just over twelve years ago, it was 1957. Most of us were six years old then--we 
were little children leaving our back yards to begin our life in school. 

Today it is 1970, and our life at public school is nearing its end. And, we are 
no longer children, 

Tonight we are graduands, and we have been anticipating this evening for a long 
time. To us, as young people, it represents something gained--and something lost. 
We have gained knowledge, experience, and independence; and we have lost a 
familiar way of life--our life as young people with our friends and books in a school, 
with parents and teachers constantly prodding us along to insure our success--the 
: carefree life of youth. 

Youth is an indefinite time, when we are neither children nor adults, and consequently are not sure of our 
role in the world, We contain a driving force within us which makes us impatient, impulsive, and sometimes 
impractical, We want action, yet often we fail to realize what it is we want to accomplish. We want to be 
heard, and we want to feel that we can contribute to improving our world.
